The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the claimed hot water tank and flame 
chamber must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be

8. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

9. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as containing subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled 
in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the 
claimed invention. It is not clear what the structure of the claimed self-regulatory mechanical 
device is and what the claimed design features are. 

7. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

8. Claim 1 is rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required by 35 U.S.C. 
112, second paragraph. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly and 
positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a manner as to 
present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one sentence form only. Note the 
format of the claims in the patent(s) cited. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



9. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 



10. Claim 1, as best understood, is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Bourne (U. S. Pat. 37,382) 

Bourne teaches a water heater with doors G, g which can control the air flow to the flame 
chamber y same as claimed. 



11. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 



12. Claim 1, as best understood, is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Vollmar et al. (U. S. Pat. 5,918,591) or Cacace (U. S. Pat. 5,967,138) or Hall et al. (U. s. 
Pat. 5,085,205) or Grant (U. S. Pat. 5,794,609) or Garms (U. S. Pat. 5,848,586) in view of Flick 
et al. (U. S. Pat. 6,003,507). 

Vollmar et al. or Cacace or Hall et al. or Grant or Garms all disclose a gas fired water 
heater with a fire safety collar. However, Vollmar et al. or Cacace or Hall et al. or Grant or 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 
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Garms does not show an air flow control means. Flick et al. teaches a concept of using a damper 
38 for controlling the air flow same as claimed. Therefore, it would have been obvious to one 
having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to provide the water heater of 
Vollmar et al. or Cacace or Hall et al. or Grant or Garms with a air flow control door as taught by 
Flick in order to improve the efficiency. 



13. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Fritz (U. S. Pat. 6,318,403) shows a check valve for water heater..
